Particulars of the Births and Deaths recorded for the Principal Towns are given in 
Table I. Deaths have been assigned, so far as possible, to the area of residence and those 
of non-residents of Eire have been excluded, . 


The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for. last week’ 
and for the past four weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 
of the population :— 


Principal Towns 13.2 and 12.8; City of Dublin 11.0 and 12.2: Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire 14.9 and 10.7; Cork 20.1 and 17.5: Limerick 19.4 and 20.9; and Waterford 


29.4 and 14.3, 


The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded for the fourteen ‘principal 
towns last week were represented by an annual rate of 0.7 per thousand. The 16 deaths 
from all causes for Limerick included one [from typhoid fever and one from diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years), and one of the 12 deaths for Dundalk was from diphtheria. 


City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 264—139 boys 
and 125 girls. Exclusive of those, numbering 50, occurring in institutions of infants whose 


“mothers were admitted from other localities, the number was 214, representing a rate of 


21.5 per 1,000, q 


Phe number of deaths registered was 121—58 males and 63 females. Of the total 1] 
related to persons belonging to other localities, so that the actual number of deaths for the 
City was 110 representing ‘a rate of 11.0 per 1,000. 


There was one death from whooping cough, 2 from measles, and 4 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis (under 2 years). In the three preceding weeks deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis 
(under 2 years) were 4, 0 and 0. There were no deaths recorded for whooping cough or measles 
in the three previous weeks. 


Tuberculosis caused 11 deaths, (10 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis and 
one from tuberculous meningitis), as against 10, 11 and 12 from all forms of tuberculosis in 


_the three preceding weeks. 


Eleven deaths were caused by cancer and 29 by diseases of the heart. 


There were 8 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 6 from broncho-pneumonia, and 2 
from pneumonia (unspecified). Bronchitis caused 4 deaths. 


One accidental death was registered. 


Among the deaths of infants under one year of age 2 were due to measles, 6 to pneumonia, 
4 to diarrhoea and enteritis, one to congenital malformation, one to congenital debility, and 
one to premature birth. 


Nineteen of the deaths recorded during the week for the City were those of'children under 
5 years of age, 17 being infants under one year, 2 of whom were under one month old, and 
56 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 40 were aged 70 years or over.

Tuberculosis caused 26,deaths, (22 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and one from tuberculosis of hip-joint) as against 11, 19 and 19 from 
all forms of tuberculosis in the three preceding weeks.

One accidental death was registered.

Of the total 21 related 
to persons belonging to other localities, so that the actual number of deaths for the City .- 
was 119, representing a rate of 11.9 per 1,000. 


There was one death from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years). In the three preceding 
weeks deaths from this disease were one, 0 and one.
